Inventions as listed in Group I, II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination.

In the instant case, invention of these 
groups has separate utility such as follow. Group I teaches a communications network 
comprising a second database system in communications with a first database system 
and an identification system and Group II teaches synchronization application 
configured to transmit the first outgoing information to the target database system.
